Ford predicts 'Truman-like' election win 


United Press International 
President Ford said today he has built up momentum — much like Harry Truman’s 
1948 campaign — and expected to win the presidential election next Tuesday. 
Jimmy Carter devoted his time today to solidifying his slim lead over Ford in New 
York by meeting with state Democratic leaders and Cardinal Terence Cooke. He 
criticized Ford at a Democratic rally in New York’s garment district for indifference 
toward the nation’s urban areas. 
Ford arrived in Atlantic City, N.J., from Chicago and told reporters: “I think 
we’ve got lots of momentum. This is the same kind of momentum as one of my idols, 
Harry S. Truman, a Democrat, had in his campaign” in 1948 in upsetting Republican 
Thomas E. Dewey. 
‘‘We are going to surprise some people,” he predicted. 
Carter, who also spent Tuesday night in Chicago, said in remarks prepared for the 
garment rally that election day ‘‘offers us a chance to affirm the principle that peo­ 


ple who live in our large cities are Amencans and that no American however hum 
his position, should ever be beneath the concern of the president of the United States. 
“Mr. Ford’s attitude toward New York’s financial problems is only the most visi­ 
ble aspect of the record of indifference to the fate of our cities,” Carter^said. 
Carter running mate, Walter Mondale, moved his campaign into one of the nation s 
high unemployment areas — Camden, N.J. — and received one of his most 
enthusiastic greetings.

Mondale appeared at the Polish-Americans Citizens Club, where several hundred 
people packed an auditorium and the overflow crowd of hundreds more lined the 
streets more than a block away from the builing. 
The Minnesota senator spoke on an issue dear to the audience — joblessness in New 
Jersey. The state’s overall unemployment rate is 11 per cent and, in Camden, it is es- 


U Mondale toldThe^rowd that the Carter-Mondale team would put them back to 


work. 
Mondale's Republican counterpart, Robert Dole, was in Fort Wayne, Ind., and 
defended President Ford’s domestic fiscal policy. 
The Kansas senator conceded at a breakfast meeting for Republicans that 
nationwide unemployment is high. But, he said, ‘‘one reason is that more teen-agers 
and women are entering the labor market than ever before.” 
Independent presidential candidate Eugene McCarthy said in Pittsburgh next 
Tuesday’s election was unconstitutional.

‘‘This is probably the first unconstitutional presidential election in this century, 
McCarthy said. “In about eight states, we estimate the election process was uncon­ 
stitutional.

“Our being excluded from the ballot (in those eight states) will determine which 
way the election goes,” said McCarthy, who is on the ballot in more than 30 other 
states. 
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Lilley asks investigation 
of newspaper supplement

Fourth Supervisorial District Can­ 
didate Robert C. Lilley declared this 
morning that he is requesting the State 
Attorney General to investigate fully the 
text of an article in a publication called 
“Probe," currently being disseminated 
in Lompoc, to determine if it falls within 
the category of criminal defamation. 
“Probe," a supplement of the publica­ 
tion News and Review, with a UCSB post 
office box address, insinuated in the arti­ 
cle a conflict of interest between Lilley 
and Supervisor Francis Beattie in the 
development of Vandenberg Village. 
“I can only describe the substance and 
intent of the lengthy article which ap- 
f 
pears in that supplement as malicious 
and defamatory,” Lilley declared “The 
accusations made against me in that ar­ 
ticle are false." 
In addition to requesting an investiga­ 
tion by the Attorney General, Lilley said 
he expects his attorney to have a civil ac­ 
tion for defamation on file by the end of 
the week. 
“I intend to pursue this to the end, win 
or lose,” he stated. 
Lilley said he would not comment or 
discuss in anyway in the public media 
the specifics of the accusations or in­ 
nuendos in the article. 
“I also feel it would be unfair to be a 
party to any public media discussion of 


an article, which in my opinion, falsely 
defam es others in our community 
besides myself and I will not do so," he 
stated. 
“It suffices to say that the 
source of this classic gutter politics’ 
comes from Isla Vista and UCSB. 
Lilley said that it is known that sup­ 
porters of his opponent, Robert Hedlund, 
are distributing the publication “with or 
without his blessing, we do not know 
He added: “We have been hollering all 
the way through this campaign that my 
opponent’s supporters are Isla Vista and 
Goleta based.” 
Efforts to reach Hedlund this morning 
were unsuccessful. 
Lilley and Hedlund will appear on an 
hour-long television debate Friday from 
8 to 9 p m . on Channel 12, KCOY-TV 
which is being taped today 
Candidates 
will be questioned by a panel of newsmen 
consisting of Jerry Rankin of the Santa 
Barbara News Press. Harry J Crompe 
of the Lompoc Record and Bob Janacek 
of Radio KLOM. Lompoc. The format 
also calls for the candidates to question 
each other Eugene C Stevens, mayor of 
Lompoc and community relations direc­ 
tor of Allan Hancock College, will be 
moderator 
In other political happenings, a multi­ 
candidate forum will be held tonight in 
the Cabrillo High School Little Theater 
beginning at 7 30 p.m. 
The forum is

Candidates appearing will be Congres­ 
sman Robert C. Lagomarsino and his 
Dem ocrat opponent, Dan Sisson, 
historian and teacher; Assemblyman 
Gary Hart and his Republican opponent, 
Ray Saucedo. teacher; and supervisorial 
candidates Lilley and Hedlund.

Congressman Lagomarsino will be 
spending time Friday in the community 
where he will speak at a noon luncheon of 
the Exchange Club at the Lions Inn and 
later dedicate a Freedom Shrine dona­ 
tion to the public library by the club 
White Rhodesians considering' 
demands of black nationalists 


GENEVA, Switzerland (UPI) — White 
Rhodesian officials said today they are 
considering black nationalist demands 
for the release of political detainees 
made on the eve of the Rhodesian peace 
talks. 
“We have received the demands and 
they are under consideration." a Rhode­ 
sian spokesman said. 
There was no official comment on 
whether the demands would be met, 
although diplomatic sources said this 
was a possibility once negotiations get 
under way. 
Prime Minister Ian Smith meanwhile 
“totally rejects” nationalist charges 
that Rhodesian security forces were 
committing “acts of genocide," the 
white spokesman said. 
White and black Rhodesian leaders 
have agreed to start the conference on 
schedule Thursday but unless the two 
sides soften their positions an early im­ 
passe appears certain. 
Ivor Richard, the British conference 
chairm an, said after com pleting 


preliminary talks with the four black 
delegations and the white group of 
Premier Ian Smith that the talks will 
begin, as scheduled. 
But if all the delegations stick to their 
public preconference statements, there 
w ill be an im m ediate deadlock, 
diplomatic observers said. 


Robert Mugabe, the most militant of 
the four black African nationalist 
leaders attending the talks, warned 
Tuesday the guerrilla war against 
Rhodesia's white regime will continue if 
blacks are dissatisfied with the outcome 
of the talks 


“There will have to be some degree of 
suffering," he said. “There will be 
wanton killings, but some people have 
got to suffer after this conference." 
Smith insists on negotiating on the 
basis of the peace package put together 
in September by Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. This would give 
Rhodesia black majority rule within two 
years but give whites.continued control 


of the army and police in an interim 
government 
The four black leaders, while divided 
among them selves, have been un­ 
animous in totally rejecting the Kis­ 
singer proposals. 
Richard said Tuesday he endorsed de­ 
mands by the blacks that Rhodesia 
release political detainees. 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa. another of the 
black leaders, has said he wants in par­ 
ticular the release of Enos Nkla, 
treasurer of the Zimbabwe African 
National Union so he can attend the con­ 
ference. diplomatic sources said. 
By late Tuesday night. Smith had not 
indicated to Richard whether he will 
agree to the release of at least some of 
the political prisoners. 
The blacks also demand that Richard 
be replaced as chairman by British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Crosland. 
While there are no plans for such a 
switch, the British government said 
Crosland could come to Geneva if the 
conference appeared near collapse 
Gail Steiger won't seek re-election

School trustee Gail Steiger will not 
seek re-election in March of next year 
when her term of office expries, she told 
the school board last night. 
Steiger said she had other things she 
wanted to do and that she had met many 
of the goals she set for herself at the 
time, four years ago when she cam­ 
paigned successfully for the office. 
The announcement was a simple state­ 
ment with little elaboration. Today she 
amplified on the feelings that led to her 
decision. 


“The time is right in my life for a 
change.” she said. “To be honest, 
whenever I look forward to campaigning 
again, I feel tired. Four more years 
would be too much for me." 
Asked if her decision might have been 
spurred in any way by conflicts with a 
parents group in a dispute over school 
closures, she declared: “No, except that 
they contribured to my feeling a little bit 
tired.” One of the top officials of Save 
Our Schools (SOS), announced recently 
that he would seek two candidates to run 
against Steiger and trustee Richard K 
Jacoby, whose term also expires in 
March 
“There will be positive people in the 
community, who will run and be 


elected,” she continued “I find a great 
deal of support in the community for the 
actions of the board. The district is try­ 
ing to be positive.” She spoke of the 
time-consuming nature of the school 
board post and added; “I want to do 
something different.” Earlier she had 
alluded to the possibility that she might 
return to college. 
Steiger said she was making her posi­ 
tion clear early enough for potential can­ 
didates to enter the race. Tlie filing time 
for the election begins on Dec 9 and ends 
on Dec. 30 
In major action, last night, the board 
did the following; 


- Approved the designation of La 
Canada School on North Avenue as the 
district’s nominee for the state’s Early 
Childhood Education program when 
funds become available; and revised dis­ 
trict policy statements to conform to the 
wishes of the district’s parent advisory 
committee on ECE The board also gave 
tacit approval to administration deter­ 
mination to implement the program at 
La Canada without the formalities that 
led to rejection of the program at Los 
Berros School last year. Parents balloted 
on the question at Los Berros and 
rejected it, based on their feeling that it 
was too big a burden to undertake at that 
time As a result of the rejection, the dis­ 


trict lost an estimated $37.000, according 
toSupt Clarence Bloom In response to a 
question by this reporter as to whether 
there would be an election at La Canada, 
similar to the one held at Los Berros, 
Bloom said the program application 
would have to have the endorsement of 
the school’s parent advisory committee 
for on ECE.

BRUSSELS, Belgium (UPI) - The 
dollar opened slightly lower on several 
European money markets today, appar­ 
ently drawn down by the British pound's 
continued slide. 
Gold rose 50 cents in Zurich, opening at 
$118 10 an ounce, and was up in London 
from $117 75 to $118 60 . 
In London, the pound opened frac­ 
tionally lower at $1.5875 against 
Tuesday’s close of $1.59. It dropped to 
new opening lows in Zurich and 
Frankfurt, at 3 8635 Swiss francs against 
3 9085 and 3 81 marks against 3.8670. 
Frankfurt dealers said the dollar was 
adversely influenced by the pound’s fall. 
The U.S. currency eased from 2.411 to 
2.4050 marks in Frankfurt, from 2 4405 to 
2 4362 Swiss francs in Zurich, from 37 60 
to 37.57 Belgian francs in Brussels and 
from 2 5380 to 2 5340 guilders in Amster­ 
dam 
It was slightly up in Paris from 5.00125 
to 5.01625 French francs and in Milan 
from 863 95 to 864 lire 
In Tokyo, the dollar closed lower at 
293 45 yen against 293 70.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Discussion of 
a possible second joint Soviet-American 
manned space mission centers upon a 
flight of America's new space shuttle 
rocket plane to a Russian Salyut space 
station in the 1981-'82 period. 
Mission possibilities being looked at by 
space officials from both countries in­ 
clude a variety of scientific investiga­ 
tions with durations ranging from brief 
periods to the better part of a year 
Soviet officials led by Dr. Boris N 
Petrov, head of Russia’s civilian space 
program, talked about future joint flight 
possibilities at a meeting last week with 
American specialists led by deputy 
NASA administrator Alan M Lovelace. 
“It was a general discussion swinging 
around the kinds of science that would 
find joint use of the Soyuz-Salyut and 
shuttle capability useful," he said Tues­ 
day. “I think both sides saw in the ex­ 
change areas for consideration " 
The meeting was an outgrowth of the 
talks that led to the successful 1975 
rendezvous in orbit of Apollo astronauts 
and Soyuz cosmonauts. 
“I think our view now is to see what 
science, either applied or basic, requires 
the capability that could be provided by a 
joint endeavor involving the Soyuz- 
Salyut and shuttle capability that we will 
have in the 1980s.” 
Neither side has yet agreed to a second 
joint mission, Lovelace said. 
“There’s a need for a great deal of 
detailed study that would have to be un-

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Russia bares 
economie plan 


MOSCOW (UPI) - -The 
Soviet Union today announced 
plans for the highest economic 
growth rates in its history, but 
conceded that even by 1980, it 
will be behind where the United 
States stood in 1975 in certain 
areas. 
Presenting an economic blue­ 
print for the 1976- 80 period and 
targets for 1977, Vice Premier 
Nikolai K. Baibakov said, “The 
period will be marked by the 
highest absolute rates of 
growth in the production of the 
most important items in the 
history of our country.” 
But, comparing three key 
areas, he said the Soviet Union 
by 1980 would have a national 
income of 85 per cent against 
the U.S. income figure of 1975. 
Its agricultural production 
would be the same as the 1975 
U.S. output and only industrial 
production would have exceed­ 
ed the American 1975 figure. 
Baibakov, who is chairman of 
the State Planning Committee, 
submitted the draft plans for 
1976- 80 and for 1977 to the 
rubber-stamp legislature, the 
Supreme Soviet, for approval. 


He announced a 1977 target 
increase of industrial produc­ 
tion of 5.6 per cent — 1.3 per 
cent higher than this year — 
with increased emphasis on 
consumer goods. 
Light industry — consumer 
goods and food — was targeted 
to rise 4.9 per cent against 2.7 
per cent this year, one of the 
lowest objectives since World 
War II. 
Analysts noted that Baibakov 
rather than Prime Minister 
Alexei N. Kosygin presented 
the lengthy economic report. 
Kosygin, 72, is in overall charge 
of the economy and would nor­ 
mally present the draft five- 
year plan, but he is reported to 
have suffered a heart attack or 
stroke during the summer and 
not to be working a full day. He 
did attend the session, however. 
Outlining the five-year tar­ 
gets to the 1,517 deputies, 
Baibakov described them as 
“tough but realistic” and said 
their fulfilment “will enable us 
to achieve further successes in 
economic com petition with 
developed capitalist countries, 
first of all the United States.” 
Auto profits give 
union ammunition 


DETROIT (UPI) - Record 
third quarter profits at General 
Motors are expected to provide 
the United Auto Workers with 
more ammunition in its drive to 
wind up contract talks with the 
auto industry. 
The No. 1 automaker's finan­ 
cial report was being held until 
after the close of the New York 
Stock Exchange today, but 
financial analysts have pegged 
it in the range of $350 million, 
eclipsing the $266 million 
record in 1973. 
Like the C hrysler Corp 
report Monday that showed a 
record $76 2 million profit, the 
UAW is expected to voice its 
approval and add that there 
should be nothing in the way of 
a peaceful settlement. Chrysler 
Chairman John A 
Riccardo 
told newsmen Tuesday there is 
no reason for a strike 
Either Chrysler or GM. or 
perhaps both, will be selected 
by the end of the week as the 
next "target'' to come to terms 
on a new contract based on the 
Ford settlement reached in a 
28-day national strike If the 
target fails to meet the terms, 
it could face a strike. 
The Ford strike is expected to 


cut into Ford's profits, which 
will be announced Thursday. 
Some analysts have said Ford 
may have earned as much as 
$42 million, a drop fro 
$56 
million last year, while others 
say Ford’s third quarter earn­ 
ings may be the lowest since 
1967. when it also was involved 
in a labor dispute. 
GM Chairm an Thomas A. 
Murphy has already said his 
firm can live with the basic 
Ford contract, including time- 
off provisions that give workers 
up to seven new days off by the 
end of the third year. At a news 
conference Tuesday. Riccardo 
refused any serious comment 
on the provision 
‘‘Obviously, the lead com­ 
pany (Fordt has resolved the 
mam issue.”

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
The week-old cease-fire gener­ 
ally held on Lebanese war 
fronts today despite scattered 
violations. But concern mount­ 
ed in Beirut over the effective­ 
ness of the peace plan spon­ 
sored by Arab leaders in Cairo. 
Key issues left unresolved by 
the Cairo summit meeeting 
were the exact composition of 
the proposed 30,000-man force 
that was to police the cease­ 
fire, as well as the problems 
posed by the Israeli-supported 
rightist offensive in the south­ 
ern border region. 
Despite the cease-fire, hospi­ 
tal spokesmen said six persons 
had been killed and 15 wounded 
in the past 24 hours by sporadic 
gunfire and shelling in the 
Beirut area. 
Syrian forces shelled leftist 
positions in the ancient city of 
Baalbeck, 55 miles northeast of 
the capital, after leftists in the 
area attacked Syrian positions 
in the town, according to the in­ 
dependent new spaper An 
Nahar. 


Leftist newspapers said the 
Syrians were pulling back from 
the villages of Ras El Metn, 
Salima, Arsoun and Komayel in 
the central mountain area 
known as the Metn. Moslem 
villagers apparently were leav­ 
ing some of hamlets in the face 
of Christian rightist declara­ 
tions they would move in as the 
Syrians left. 
The leftist newspaper A1 
Mouharrer quoted travelers 
from the areas as saying Syrian 
soldiers declared they were 
pulling out to join the Arab 
peace-keeping forces. 
The Arab leaders in Cairo 
agreed to put the 30,009-man 
force under the overall com­ 
mand of Lebanese President 
Elias Sarkis who in turn will 
probably have a Saudi military 
commader under him. 
The Arab leaders reportedly 
only referred to the Israeli- 
supported Christian rightist of­ 
fensive in the south by express­ 
ing their “profound disquiet 
with regard to Israeli aggres­ 
sion against Lebanese territory 


and, in particular, the south.” 
The overall commander of 
r i g h t i s t f o r c e s , B e s h i r 
Gemayel, said he was not op­ 
timistic about the outcome of 
the Cairo summit.

KNOXVILLE. Tenn. (UPI) 
— The head of the Federal 
Energy Administration said 
Tuesday a surplus of oil has 
developed on the West Coast 
and supplies will be redistribut­ 
ed in the next few weeks to the 
interior of the nation. 


Frank Zarb said the surplus 
resulted from consumption pro­ 
jections for West Coast that 
were too high and from opening 
a petroleum reserve in Cali­ 
fornia by President Ford. 


Zarb said projections of 
petroleum consumption were 
about 3 million barrels a day 
too high for the area He said 
the redistribution of the surplus 
will help ease the tight supply 
of oil during the winter in 
colder areas of the nation. 
Zarb was on a campaign sw­ 
ing into Tennessee in behalf of 
Ford's campaign. He said the 
nation’s energy policies are 
based on efforts to reduce con- 
s u m p t i o n of oil in t he 
nation, and increasing domestic 
p r o d u c t i o n 
t o 
r e d u c e 
dependence on foreign imports. 
He said the U.S. will pay $34 


billion for foreign oil this year 
compared to $27 billion last 
year and $3 billion in 1970.

Release of Watergate tapes 
to be appealed, lawyer says 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
American people may soon be 
able to hear — at a cost of up to 
$200 a set — the taped voice of 
Richard Nixon speaking the 
words that cost him the 
presidency two years ago. 
The U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals ruled Tuesday the tapes 
used in the Watergate con­ 
spiracy trial may be made 
public without waiting for the 
coverup defendants to exhaust 
their appeals at the Supreme 
Court 
But Herbert J. Miller Jr., one 
of Nixon's lawyers, said this 
ruling itself will be appealed. 
"The effect of the ... decision 
is to permit the commercial ex­ 
ploitation of recordings of 
presidential conversations sub­ 
poenaed for use in a criminal 
trial," he said. “ Accordingly 
we will appeal that decision." 
The ruling doesn't make the 
tapes available right away. 
Even without an appeal, 
District Judge John J. Sirica 
would have to decide what 
government agency will be 
responsible for distributing the 
tapes at cost and whether 
private organizations can sell

the series at a profit. 
The conversations are not 
secret. Transcripts were pub­ 
lished by the government and in 
commercial paperback books 
shortly after they were 
released by the Nixon White 
House in 1974. Anyone who 
could squeeze into the 
Watergate trial court was able 
to listen to the tapes when they 
were used as evidence. 
But most of the nation has not 
heard them and reporters 
covering the trial said the 
transcripts, full of broken 
sentences and partial thoughts, 
do not reflect the forcefulness 
of the conversations or Nixon’s 
decisive role. 
The appeals court opinion by 
Chief Judge David Bazelon said 
there was not enough evidence 
that release of the tapes would 
prejudice the appeals rights of 
defendants. 
Only 
H R . 
Haldem an 
objected to releasing the tapes. 
The court of appeals affirmed 
the convictions of all but 
former assistant attorney 
general Robert Mardian two 
weeks ago, which Bazelon said 
means "the possibility of a se­ 
cond trial... has obviously been 
significantly reduced." 
Bazelon said the nature of the 
conversations involving crimi­ 
nal conspiracy in the White 
House override Nixon’s claims 
to privacy and confiden­ 
tiality 
The privacy claim is based on 
fear of em barrassm ent, 
Bazelon said, but "the embar­ 
rassment Mr. Nixon anticipates 


is largely that which results 
whenever misconduct or ques­ 
tionable conduct is exposed.” 
"... the conversations at issue 
relate to the conduct of the 
presidency," Bazelon added, 
"and thus they are both impres­ 
sed with the ‘public trust,’ and 
of prime national interest." 
The tapes were sought by 
major broadcast networks and 
W arner Communications, 
which manufactures records, 
movies and books. Sirica ruled 
in April, 1975, they could not be 
released until the coverup 
defendants completed their ap­ 
peals, including new trials if 
convictions were reversed. 
While the Supreme Court 
could deny the appeals by 
former Attorney General John 
Mitchell and former White 
House aides John D. Ehrlich- 
man and Haldeman, if it does 
grant a hearing and reverses 
the convictions years might 
pass under Sirica’s decision 
before the general public could 
hear the tapes for themselves. 
But the appeals court, over 
the dissent of Judge George 
MacKinnon, said "distribution 
should be prompt, and on an 
equal basis to all persons desir­ 
ing copies ... Neither the court, 
nor any agent it appoints, 
should profit from the public’s 
exercise of its common law 
right” to obtain court evidence. 
The networks have estimated 
the 50 reels of tape could be 
duplicated at a cost of $2.20 to 
$4 per reel, so the entire set 
could cost the public $110 to $200 
even if no one makes a profit. 


Rumors of alien 
vote signup probed 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) — State officials have launched 
an investigation into "rumors" that large numbers of 
aliens are registering to vote in San Diego and Imperial 
counties. 
Caren Daniels, spokeswoman for Secretary of State 
March Fong Eu, Tuesday said a computer list of Spanish- 
sumamed registrants in the two counties will be checked 
against the names of 1.1 million aliens in files of the U.S. 
Immigration and Nationalization Service. 
Ms. Daniels said the investigation was prompted by 
persistent rumors about illegal registrations in Southern 
California. 
"W e’ve heard rumors from growers, county officials 
and others but haven’t yet been able to establish anything 
yet," she said. 
Ms Daniels said the penalty for giving false informa­ 
tion on a voter registration affidavit carries a penalty of 
up to 14 years in prison. 
She said if large numbers of aliens are found to have 
registered to vote, the only immediate action which could 
be taken would be to challenge them at the polls. 
"There just isn’t enough time to do anything else right 
now," she said.

U.S. agents 
to keep close 
election watch 


WASHINGTON (U PII - The 
Justice Department will have 
FBI agents and U.S. attorneys 
standing by next Tuesday to 
quickly handle reports of 
federal election law violations. 
Attorney General Edward H. 
Levi said the agents and 
lawyers will be on standby until 
all polls close Nov. 2. 
The department said it is 
"determined to see that every 
reasonable step was taken to in­ 
sure the absolute integrity of 
the federal electoral process in 
this year's election " 
Another official said states 
have the primary responsibility 
for supervising the elections 
but the revised Federal Elec­ 
tions Campaign Act also 
provides federal jurisdiction 
over a broad range of offenses 
ranging from ballot box stuffing 
to vote buying.

NEW ORLEANS (U PI) - 
Survivors of a Mississippi River 
ferryboat crash have confirmed 
earlier testimony the ferryboat 
captain failed to answer warn­ 
ing signals from a giant 
Norwegian tanker. 
"He gave no response to the 
ship’s signals," said Leroy 
Acosta, who was one of 18 sur­ 
vivors among the dozens of 
commuters crowded on the 
George Prince. 
The 664-foot, 22,000-ton 
Frosta struck and flipped the 
120-foot ferryboat before dawn 
last Wednesday 30 miles up­ 
river from New Orleans. 
Acosta testified Tuesday 
before a Coast Guard board of 
inquiry into the crash. 
The inquiry enters its fourth 
day today. 
“ He didn’t change course or 
speed," Acosta said of the 
ferryboat Capt. Eugene Aulet- 
ta, "and just before it hit, it 
(the ferry) appeared dead in 


the water. It appeared that we 
were not moving and the ship 
was coming down on us." 
Auletta and his crew were 
killed in the collision. 


The known death toll rose to 
67 Tuesday with the recovery of 
a body floating downstream 
from the Luling, La., ferry 
landing. Authorities said the 
death toll may go higher since 
31 persons known or suspected 
to have been on the ferry had 
not been found. 


The underwater search for 
victims and their cars was 
halted after seven days, but a 
fleet of small boats and a 
helicopter maintained watch 
downriver for more bodies 
which may float to the surface. 
"Everyone’s concluded that 
there's not any sonar reading 
that we can verify as possibly 
being a vehicle," said Lt. 
Wallace Friloux of the St. 
Charles Parish sheriff’s office. 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
Bruce Collins spent 28 days 
adrift. Two companions died . 
He had no food and his water 
ran out, but the 23-year-old sail­ 
ing enthusiast didn’t lose hope. 
“ Heck no,” said Collins, 
Walnut Creek, Calif., when 
asked by his mother Tuesday 
night if he had given up on being 
rescued. " I was gonna drift to 
California.” 
Five persons were aboard the 
42-foot ketch "Spirit" when the 
boat sank Sept. 27 during a 
Pacific storm. Collins said the 
two persons aboard his rubber 
life raft had died and were 
buried at sea. Two others were 
rescued a week ago aboard a 
separate raft. 
Collins arrived at Pier 19 
near the Ferry Building Tues­ 
day night aboard the U.S.S. 
Campbell, the Coast Guard cut­ 
ter which found him bobbing at 
sea Sunday. He looked pale and 
somber when carried on a 
stretcher down the gangplank 
to a waiting ambulance. 
However, his father, Kenneth 
K. Collins, a bank analyst in San 
Francisco, said his son was in 
"good spirits." 
" I always felt he was okay,” 
his father said. " I never lost 
faith. I just felt sure they would 
find him." 
His mother, Kay, said 
Collins, who had been trained in 
lifeboat survival, told her he 
ran out of water the thirteenth 
day and had no food at all. She 
said her son lost a great deal of 
weight but “ looked wonderful. I 
didn't expect him to look that 
good." 
The skipper of the Campbell, 
Cmdr. James Shanower, said 
Collins suffered from dehydra­ 
tion and malnutrition but was 
improving quickly. Collins even 
asked for solid food, but the 
doctors said he’d have to wait a 
few days, Shanower said. 
"He has undergone a tremen­ 
dous ordeal," the Coast Guard 
commander said. He added that 
Collins told him he had "gained 
a very religious conviction 


M illion w om en added to 
m inim um w age suspension 


SANTA ANA (U PI) - Superi­ 
or Court Judge Walter E. Smith 
Tuesday added nearly a million 
females to his earlier order 
removing two million male 
workers from the protection of 
California's minimum wage 
and work rules. 
Smith expanded his earlier 
order, issued Monday and af­ 
fecting only men, after com­ 
plaints from state officials that 
the order forced them to dis­ 
criminate against males. 


The new order applies equal­ 
ly to men and women and 
leaves the minimum wage 
requirement at $2 an hour in­ 
stead of the new $2.50 hourly 
minimum. 


Judge Smith issued the tem­ 
porary order based on a plea by 
the California Manufacturers 
Association that the $2.50 an 
hour rate is unfair because it is 
20 cents higher that the federal 
minimum.

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United Press International 
Julius Erving proved again Tuesday 
night that he is the biggest draw in the 
National Basketball Association. And the 
Philadelphia 76ers, the team that last 
week added Erving to an already 
talented roster, finally proved they could 
win with the player many thought had 
made them unbeatable. 
A crowd of 27,383, the largest ever to 
see a professional basketball game, 
came to the Louisiana Superdome to see 
Erving and the 76ers play New Orleans. 
Erving scored only 10 points, but team­ 
mates George McGinnis had 37 and Doug 
Collins added 25 as Philadelphia won its 
first game in three starts, beating the 
Jazz 111-101. 
“I just couldn’t believe the enthusiasm 
of the crowd,” said McGinnis, who 
scored 23 of his points in the second half. 
“After the second quarter, they (the Jaz- 
z) weren’t even in the ball game. I’d love 
to play in a place like this. I don't think 
you’ll ever find a more enthusiastic 
bunch.” 
The crowd broke the NBA single-game 
attendance record of 26,511 set last year 
in the Superdome. 
Erving’s biggest contribution to his 
first victory as a 76er was nine first-half 
rebounds. 
“The only difference I found so far is 
my timing.” Erving said. “The guys 
here really give me a lot of time to be 
able to do what I need to do. They are a 
very supportive group of players.’’ 
In other games, the New York Knicks 
beat Buffalo 118-104. Atlanta defeated San 
A ntonio 122-114, C hicago edged 
Milwaukee 90-88, Indiana routed Seattle 
120-90, Kansas City sqeaked past Los 
Angeles 117-115 in overtime and Portland 
defeated Golden State 110-96. 
Knicks 118, Braves 104 
Guards Earl Monroe and Walt Frazier 
combined for 50 points in the Knicks 
third victory without a loss, their best 
start in seven years. Monroe had 29, in­ 
cluding 11 in the first quarter, and 
Frazier 23 Spencer Haywood’s 23 points 
and 15 rebounds also helped send Buf­ 
falo, playing without Bob McAdoo, to its 


first defeat in three games.

John Drew scored 33 points and Ken

“The pitching situation was a jigsaw 
puzzle,” said Herzog, referring to his 
season-long problems created by arm 
ailments and injuries. “But that is a 
credit to the depth we had. All the 
pitchers did the job for me at some times 
during the season. The development of 
Littell was a big surprise and a key fac­ 
tor. The starters knew if they could pitch 
six or seven good innings the bullpen 
could take care of it.” 


At the same time, Herzog felt he 
managed no better in guiding the Royals 
to their first-place finish in the AL’s 
Western Division than he did when his 
Texas Rangers finished last in 1973.

NEW YORK (UPI) - They’re calling 
it the re-entry draft. 
A better name for it would be Hie 
Great Baseball Meat Market, and in that 
market next week a few ballplayers like 
Bobby Grich of Baltimore, Joe Rudi of 
Oakland and Gary Matthews of San 
Francisco are likely to find out some 
people still are willing to pay top price 
for prime beef. 
All told, 26 free agents will be made 
available for selection in the un­ 
precedented draft to be held here Nov. 4. 
All are hoping for big money but some 
will be in for disappointment, judging 
from what a number of the owners tell 
me. 
Grich, Rudi and Matthews are the 
three most desirables. 
Rollie Fingers, Gene Tenace and 
Wayne Garland come fairly close 
behind, followed by Dave Cash, Don 
Baylor, Campy Campaneris and Bill 
Campbell. 
There seems to be a considerable cool­ 
ing off for the services of Cincinnati left­ 
hander Don Gullett, due no doubt to the 
ankle injury he came up with in the 
World Series two weeks ago, and for 
Baltimore’s Reggie Jackson, chiefly 
because of the high price tag he has put 
on himself. 
Several owners feel the same way Min­ 
nesota’s Calvin Griffith does. He says he 
may bid for one of the free agents (he 
stands to lose Eric Soderholm and 
Campbell himself), but there’s a limit to 
how high he’ll go and his limit isn’t 
anywhere near what some of the free 
agents have in mind. 
“I got a star," says the Twins’ owner. 
“Mv star is Rod Carew. and I’m not go­ 
ing to pay anybody any more than I pay 
him." 
Carew gets somewhere around $160,000 
a year and has two more years to go on 


his three-year contract. 
“I’m not sure we’re going to go after 
anyone in the draft," says Griffith. 
“We re so close to having a team we 
think can win that maybe a trade would 
do us more good than going after one of 
these superstars. Some of them seem to 
feel baseball owes them a living; 
baseball doesn’t owe anybody a living." 
There is some interest in players like 
Sal Bando and Richie Hebner, but not 
enough to make them millionaires over­ 
night. 
Others like 38-year-old Willie Mc- 
Covey, once the most feared hitter in the 
National League, Doyle Alexander, Tito 
Fuentes, and Steve Stone could wind up 
with few if any takers at all, leaving 
them exactly what they are now — free 
agents. 
Charlie Finley, with seven free agents 
in Rudi, Fingers, T e n a c e , Baylor, 
Bando, McCovey and Campaneris, says 
he isn’t going to enter the bidding next 
week. 
The draft for those players who did not 
sign their contracts and played out their 
options this year will work this way: 
A coin will be flipped to decide which 
league has first choice. 
If the National League wins the toss, 
the Montreal Expos will get first pick 
because they finished with the lowest 


percentage, and if the American League 
wins, the Chicago White Sox will lead off. 
After that, the leagues will alternate 
making selections according to the 
teams with the lowest percentages That 
means Atlanta will follow the White Sox, 
Milwaukee will follow Atlanta and so on 
up the line. 
The only condition is that no more than 
12 clubs may select the same player, this 
stipulation having been made by the 
owners to keep the richer clubs from 
winding up with most of the free agents. 
Don’t be surprised to see some clubs 
pass completely. They simply don’t have 
the money to bid. 
After a club selects a player, it is free 
to sign him immediately, but if a player 
selected is unable to come to terms with 
any of those clubs who choose him, his 
name will go into a secondary draft in 
early February. 
At that time, the names of all those 
clubs still interested in the player will be 
tossed into a hat and Bowie Kuhn will 
pull out four of them. Only those four 
then will be able to negotiate with the 
player. 
The original clubs the free agents 
played for are eligible to bid for him un­ 
til then. 
Those are the ground rules. Now let’s 
see what happens.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - “If I can be as good as him," the 
son said softly, “I’ll be the greatest. I don’t see how anyone 
can compare to him."

Although no records are kept on the subject of father and 
son athletes, the Buddes may be one of a kind. 
How many other dads play in the NFL while their kids 
compete at a major college? Especially when both are 
starters? 
At least one other father-son combo almost made it this 
year. Veteran Miami Dolphins backup quarterback Earl 
Morrall, has a son, Matt, who was counted on at center or of­ 
fensive guard at the University of Florida this fall but Matt 
is sitting out the season after shoulder surgery and has yet to 
play his first varsity game. 


Brad Budde, 18, is a 6-foot-5, 250-pounder who started in 
four of the No. 4-ranked Trojans’ first six games. His father, 
35, is a seven-time all-pro. Like his dad, Brad is a guard. 
A high school All-America from Kansas City, Mo., Budde 
has fit right into USC’s offensive line. Meanwhile, his dad 
has indicated this will be his final pro season because he’s 
been having trouble with his legs. 


"I love my father very much and I’m very proud of him,” 
Brad said. “We’re very close. The age difference isn’t that 
much and it’s just like he’s my brother. We really relate. I 


talk to him a couple times a week on the phone. 
“He can hardly believe I’m starting. He didn’t expect this 
at all. He always told me he could never play as a freshman. 
I just came in with the attitude I’d do my best. 
“I consider my father as the greatest guard ever to play. 
Not only because of his ability but because of his heart. He’s 
always going 110 per cent. A lot of football players don’t but 
you can always count on him. 
“Yes, I hope to be better than he is and he expects me to be 
better. You know, times have changed. He was 225 and here 
I’m 250 at the same year of college. Everyone is better now 
than they were then. 
“If I can keep trying to be as good as he is and never be 
happy with myself, I’ll eventually get better. This is what 
turns good football players into great football players. Of 
course, I’ve got a long way, long way to go and there are a lot 
of things that can happen between now and then." 
At Rockhurst High School in Kansas City, Budde earned 
himself a spot on the Coach & Athlete Magazine’s “Super 
Eleven." 
Every school in the Big Eight wanted Brad. When Mis­ 
souri, a member of the Big Eight, upset USC 46-25 in the 
Trojans’ opener, it was a tough defeat for him. But the 
Trojans bounced back to win five in a row and move up to 
No. 4 in the national ratings. 
“The Missouri game was kind of bad," Budde admitted. 
“Of all the teams to lose to. But it was just one of those 
things. But you learn from your mistakes in this game. 


Hopefully, that game will be the last mistake of the year." 
Brad is quick to point out that his dad never pushed him 
toward the football field. But, he admits, there are some 
minuses to being the son of an all-pro. 
“In high school," he remarked, “you’re always going to be 
criticized. No one ever says you’re good or anything. 
Because my dad was playing, people said, ‘Watch out for 
Budde. He should be Superman. He should drive a guy 10 
yards down the field every play. If he doesn’t, he’s a bad 
football player.’ 
“In high school, you had to be good enough to be accepted 
for a scholarship. So now college is where it counts. I’m play­ 
ing and I’m getting some publicity because my dad’s play­ 
ing. It’s kind of rewarding getting the recognition. It’s a very 
positive thing. In high school, it was kind of the reverse.” 


Because USC plays on Saturdays and the Chiefs on Sun­ 
days, Ed Budde hasn’t been able to see his son play this 
season. And vice versa. Brad plans on seeing his dad play at 
San Diego Nov. 28 after USC’s regular season finale at home 
Nov. 27 against Notre Dame. 
“In high school, my father used to analyze me because 
he’d see my games," Brad said. “He’d tell me things like, 
‘You aren’t keeping your feet’ or ‘You’re not staying with the 
block.’ 
“There’s been no way he can help me this season. I’ve had 
trouble pass protecting. But the coaches here are very 
knowledgeable and they’re correcting my mistakes."

DEa A POLL¥ — I would like to tell Cindy and other 
African violet growers that I find putting a piece of aluminum 
foil around the top of the clay pot keeps the plants from 
wilting Cut the foil wide enough to tuck inside the pot and then 
have enough left to around on the outside, too — FH.L. 
DEAR RDLLY — I make good use of the elasticized tops off 
of old sports socks. 1 find them handy for holding a bandage in 
place on an arm or knee They also make great sweat bands 
for tennis players. We have even used them to keep a bandage 
in place on a horse They could be used on large dogs, too Such 
bands are great to use when wrapping fragile items to store or 
mail, to hold rolled maps or documents in place as well as for 
a thousand other things.

Dear Sir: 
I am glad you have restated your 
policy on publishing letters to the Editor. 
My previous letter apparently exceeded 
300 words, so I will try to be brief this 
time. 
The Lilley Committee is obviously 
bothered because Mr. Hedlund is not 
presently employed. I can only say that 
we are very fortunate that Mr. Hedlund 
wasn’t employed at the time he decided 
to file for election as County Supervisor, 
because he might not have filed had he 
been employed. Many people will 
remember that I made the decision four 
years ago to run against Supervisor 
Beattie. I soon learned it is extremely 
difficult to run for such an office and 
hold down a full-time job. The demands 
were so great that I had to withdraw as a 
candidate because I found I could not 
conduct a campaign and perform 
satisfactorily in my job.
